portions of the bands not available to FCC licensees.

MUTUAL RECOGNITION OF CERTAIN MOBILE AND AMATEUR RADIO LICENSES 
ISSUED BY THE UNITED STATES OR CANADA 


Under the terms of a treaty with Cenada which became effective May 15, 1952, certain mobile and amateur 
tadio stations licensed by that government or the United States may be authorized to operate across the border in 
each other’s territory. 


Those licensees desiring to cvail themselves of this privilege are required to apply for and receive a.permit 
in advance of operations, except in the case of circraft. A fona for the purpose has been provided by both countries. 
Canadian licensees should send the application (FCC Fonn 410) to the Secretary, Federal Communications Commission, 
Washington, D. C. 20554. United States licensees should mail the Canadian application form to the Regional Super 
intendent, Telecommunications Regulation, of the Department who is located nearest the port of entry at which the. 
applicant will enter Canada as set forth in the Schedule on the back of this bulletin. Application should be made at 
least thirty days prior to the date of the proposed operation. The application forms of both countries may be obtained 
at any of the offices indicated. 


Under the terms of the treaty, radio stations of one country when operated within the borders of the other 
country are subject to the radio regulations of the country in which the operation tekes place. 


With respect to radio equipment installed on civil aircraft of either country and properly licensed by the country 
of registry for the orimary purpose of navigation and safeoperation of the aircraft, a US citizen holding a pilot license 
and, in addition, a radio operator license issued by the United Stetes of America, may operate such radio equipment 
on an aircraft registered in Cana_a ondoperated in either county, and a Canadian citizen holding a pilot license 
and, in addition, a radio operator certificate issued by Canada, may operate such radio equipment on an aircraft 
‘registered in the USA and operated in either country. 


Mobile radio stations properly licensed in one coxatry are permitted to be operated in the territory of the other 
country after the operator receives a permit as noted above, subject to local operating conditions and regulations, as 
follows: 


(a) Mobile radio units installed in vehicles employed in 
()) Police, fire and other public safety services, 
(2) the operation or maintenance of a pipeline or other industrial 
facility extending across the border, and 
(3) the public carriage of persons or goods between the two countries. 
(b) Mobile radio units which are limited to communication through the common carrier 
radiocommunication companies er agencies. 


Amateurs holding currently valid licenses may operate their amateur stations in the territory of the other country 
under the following conditions: 


(a) The visiting amateur will identify his stetion by: 
(1) Radiotelegraph operation - The amateur call sign issued to him by the licensing country followed by a 
slant (/) sign and the amateur call sign prefix end call area number of the country he is visiting. 
(2 Radiotelephone operation - The amateur call sign in English issued to him by the licensing country 
followed by the words “fixed’’, ‘‘portable’’ or “mobile’’, as appropriate, and the amateur call sign 
prefix and call area number of the country he is visiting. 


(b) Each amateur station shall indicate at least once during each contact with another station its geographical 
location as nearly as possible by city and state or city and province.

At approximately 12 noon on June 9th, the Civil Defense Repeater was 
turned on from its permanent home at Site Summit. This machine is owned by 
the Municipality of Anchorage, Divil Defense Office, and is maintained by 
the Anchorage Amateur Radio Club. The machine was installed as a RACES 
repeater, but is open for use by all Amateurs except during emergencies.

POWER: 100 watts ERP

ANTENNA: Omni-directional "Station Master" 

FREQUENCY: 147.900. MHz in, 147.300 MHz out. 

CALL: WR7ACT (issued to KL7HFM) 

LOCATION: Motor pool building at Site Summit Army site atop 
Mount Gordon Lyon due east and 4040' above Anchorage 

COVERAGE: North of Willow to south of Soldotna, west, of ,Chugach 
Foothills to west side of Cook Inlet. Coverage into Matanuska 
Valley and Turnagain arm is shadowed by mountains. 

QUIET HOURS: none except for closed period for Anchorage Civil 
Preparedness Net which meets weekly at 8:00 PM local time for 
approximately %s hour. : 

AUTO PATCH: none. None is anticipated due to lack of phone 
circuits at the site. 

PHONE PATCHES: Patches via suitably equipped*base stations are fine 
where commercial phones are not readily available. If all you - 
want is to save 50¢, please refrain. Support your loeal utility. 

EMERGENCY POWER: none at present but that will have to be addressed. 
Generation is available but not automatic. Battery for 8 hours 
being considered. 


In the future, we will attempt to arrange for a scheme whereby stations 
can monitor 24-hours a day with tone coded squelch (touch tone). ‘This will 
permit any station to get a response in an emergency 24~hours a day. 


The machine should not be abused, as we undoubtedly will be monitored by 
many non-hams. This is public funded equipment and our conduct should 
reflect an appreciation for what we have. How do you do that? Some things 
which will help give hams a good image are: 


Using good operating procedures. See ARRL "Operating an Amateur Radio 
Station". 

Don't kerchunk a repeater repeatedly and fail to identify yourself. 

Pause during your conversation to allow breakers to get in. There is a 
two-second squelch tail; let the machine drop frequently and you'll 
know you have paused long enough). 

Listen before you transmit to be sure the machine is clear. 

If you call a station and get no response, then clear so the next 
station can call knowing you're finished. 


I£ you can work your station on simplex with equal or better results, i 
then QSY so you don't tie up the machine. » | 
Don't use the repeater output frequency as a simplex frequency. (There 
are 800 channels on this band, man; enough for each of us to have 
our own; surely you don't need to compete with a repeater.) 


The best way to show your support is to register as a member of the Anchorage 

RACES Organization. The membership roster for this group is tangible proof 

to civil defense officials that amateurs exist who are interested in providing 
communications during emergencies. The group does not have monthly meetings ‘ 
to attend, dues to pay, orformal net requirements. All we ask is an occasional 
check-in to remain current and that you keep your equipment operational on
